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HE Uſe of Emblems may, in all Probability, be deduced 
from the Hieroglyphics of the Egyptians ; which ſome con- 
jecture they learned from the Hebrews, in their four hundred 
Years cohabitation with them. However this be, it is certain 
that the Egyptians, writing in the Language of Nature, not of 
Art, uſed an Alphabet of Things, and not -6 tters or Words, 
and, inſtead of the Word HoRSE, made Uſe of a Figure or 
Image thereof, and ſo firſt introduced this Manner of Writing. 
But, in Length of Time, when they endeavoured to ſpeak their 
hidden Conceits, they either framed a particular Story on Pur- 
poſe, or at leaſt took up ſuch Traditions as were conducive to 
their Deſign and Intention; and thereby confirmed many Falfi- 
ties, which afterwards paſſed unto the Greeks as authentick and 
indiſputable Truths ; and from them unto the Latins and other 
Nations, and are ſtill retained by ſymbalical Writers, Emble- 
matiſts, Heralds, &c. | | 
The Italians chiefly, and after them the French and Spaniards:

| fort be reduted into this; for all extend unto Diſcipline and 
Moral Precepts of Living ; upon which Account, Emblems have 
alſo been in great Requeſt among Holy Writers, Preachers, Mo- 
raliſis; Rhetoricians, Orators, Poets and portical Writers, of 
all Ages and Nations; thereby tacitly advancing and promoting 
many popular Conceits, taken altogether from Traditions unjuſ=' 
tifiable or really falſe : All of whom, tho“ they do not direftly 
aſſert the Truth of them, yet by their being often brought in, to 
illuſtrate Matters of undeniable Truth, and moſt worthy Morals, 
and to ſupport and enliven even Divinity itſelf ; they are, in fome' 
Meaſure, acceſſary to, and do obliquely concur in eftabliſhing them 
as real Fatts and undoubted Truths: And though the Uſe of Pic- 
tions, Emblems or Fables be not unwarrantable, as the Intention
